EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. The application has been amended as follow: 
IN CLAIMS: 

In claim 1, line 15, delete " there-of " and insert instead -to allow direct physical 
contact with die thereby reducing the stress on solder ball connections between the 
semiconductor die and the substrate --; 

In claim 1 , line 57, after " adhesive layer " insert « to allow direct physical contact 
with die thereby reducing the stress on solder ball connections between the 
semiconductor die and the substrate --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the combination of a die 
mounted on a substrate. A stiffener attached to a substrate by an adhesive interface, 
wherein a heat spreader having at least one grove across is attached to the adhesive 
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interface. The heat spreader is in direct physical contact with the semiconductor die 
thereby reducing the stress on solder ball connections between the semiconductor die 
and the substrate.
